Hoover Reveals Weyerhaeuser Boy Held 

LOCATION OF 
HIDEOUT IS 
ANNOUNCED 


WEYERHAEUSER ABDUCTOR SOUGHT 


BOY'S KIDNAPER IS CAUGHT 


BUTTE, Mont., Monday, June 10. UP)—A boxing detec¬ 
tive with a photographic memory, who spotted William 
Mahan and recovered $15,155 of the $200,000 Weyerhaeuser 
ransom loot, confidently took the lead in a four-state chase 
for Mahan and a possible associate of the asserted kidnaper* 
Thirty-nine-year-old J. E. Mooney, once a crack light¬ 
weight of the A. E. F., smiled at compliments, growled about 
a dog and said he would finish the job quickly because his 
wife and three children could use a bit of a reward. 

’ Federal* in Broadcast 

While Mooney related just how 
he flushed Mahan at a street cor¬ 
ner early Sunday, police and fed¬ 
eral agents sent a special broad¬ 
cast throughout Montana. Idaho, 
lantern Washington and Northern 
Wyoming both for Mahan and a 
vaguely-described companion. 

Authorities theorized Mahan 
might have been accompanied from 
Salt Lake City by another mem¬ 
ber of the gang which abducted 
9-year-old George Weyerhaeuser. 
Mooney was driving his part¬ 
ner, Detective Frank J. Roe, 
home from night duty when he 
became suspicious of a parked 
“mouse-gray” Ford V-8 sedan 
with Utah plates. 

Near the car Mooney recognized 
with one glance a man he had ar¬ 
rested on the streets of this cop¬ 
per capital nearly seven years ago 
for a Rathdrum, Idaho, bank rob¬ 
bery. 

It was the distinctively-scar¬ 
red Mahan wearing a Panama, a 
blue suit and carefully chosen 
brown gloves. 

Mahan saw Mooney and ran,. 
Racing across the street, still 
clutching his gloves, probable pro¬ 
tection against fingerprints, the 
fugitive hurdled a back fence and 
sped past a bulldog. 

Dog Blocks Path 
The dog leaped into action and 
blocked Mooney’s path. Mahan 
hurdled to temporary safety across 
a second fence. 

"I knew that was Mahan,” 
said Mooney, "there couldn’t be 
any mistake about it. I might 
have caught him then, but I 
hadn’t found the money and I 
didn’t want to shoot that dog.” 
Mooney and Roe took the sedan 
to headquarters. There investiga¬ 
tors pried off the locked rear com¬ 
partment door and poked into the 
upholstering before they found the 
currency. 

The bills, about evenly divided 
in $5, $10 and $20 denominations, 
were wrapped in an oilcloth and a 
Los Angeles newspaper which 
ironically carried details of the 
serial numbers, alongside which 
spending check marks had been 
made.

WASHINGTON, Monday, June 
10. ‘Ah J. Edgar Hoover, director 
of the federal bureau of investiga¬ 
tion, said today his agents had as¬ 
certained that George Weyer¬ 
haeuser jr., 9-year-okl kidnaped 
Tacoma. Wash., youth, had been 
hidden at 1509 West Eleventh ave¬ 
nue, in Spokane, Wash. 

“We have just definitely located 
the hideout where the Weyer¬ 
haeuser boy was held.” Hoover told 
newsmen, after a telephone com¬ 
munication with his agents at Spo¬ 
kane. 

The hideout contained a cup¬ 
board in which. Hoover said, 
"the little boy was kept.” It was 
In a house. 

Hoover described the hideout 
angle was “important to the inves¬ 
tigation.” 

Pair drilled 

He also revealed that Mr. and 
Mrs. H. M. Waley. whose arrest 
and confession at Salt Lake City, 
was announced last, night, were 
being grilled continually by the 
“G-Men” in an effort to clear up 
all details in the case. 

A warning was issued that 
anyone giving assistance to Wil¬ 
liam Mahan, third s u s p e r t, 
would be prosecuted “under the 
harboring statute.” He c»ca|>ed 
police at Butte, Mont., Sunday 
morning, abandoning his ear 
containing In excess of $15,000 
of the ransom money. Hoover 
said. 

Immediately on receiving notice 
of location of the hideout—across 
the state of Washington from the 
scene of the kidnaping, Tacoma— 
Hoover issued orders that a police 
guard “be established outside of 
the house and no one be permit¬ 
ted to enter,” 

Identification Rushed 
Hoover said thousands of "iden¬ 
tification orders" for Mahan, who 
escaped early yesterday at Butte, 
Mont., had been rushed to key 
cities of the country.

OGDEN, Utah, Monday, June 10. 
UP )—Ogden was headquarters for 
the Weyerhaeuser kidnap gang, 
Julius Thulin, 71-year-old grand¬ 
father of Margaret Waiey, told the 
Ogden Standard-Examiner here to¬ 
day. 

Margaret Thulin Waley arrived 
in Ogden from the northwest the 
morning of June 1. 

"Margaret arrived at 11:30 a. m. 
Monday, June 1." said Mr. Thulin 
today. "She was joined by her 
husband 30 minutes later. She said 
she had arrived by train, and that 
Harmon would join her. They 
later left by cab for one of the 
railroad stations. 

"Last Friday morning at 5:15 
o'clock someone rapped at my 
front door. A man asked me if 
Harmon Waley lived at this ad¬ 
dress. 1 told him, no, and he said 
that is funny.’ He said, 'Weil, 


I’ve a package to leave here.’ It 
was a suitcase. He told me his 
name was Davis and left the suit¬ 
case and departed. He was in a 
Ford car. 

"Friday I decided to go to Salt 
Lake and tell Harmon and Marga¬ 
ret about the suitcase. I left it 
in Ogden. When I located them 
they informed me that they had 
picked up the bag. 

“Saturday night about 9 o'clock 
Davis reappeared. 

"Here I am again,” he said. 

“ ‘Did my friends pick up the 
suitcase?’ ” 

“ ‘Yes,’ ” I replied. “ ‘And they 
have both been arrested in Salt 
Lake.' ” 

“ 'The damn fools,’ ” said 
Davis, and started on the run for 
his ear.’ ”

Pointing out how short a time 
man had enjoyed civilization in 
comparison with his long existence 
in the world, Prof. William B. 
Henley gave an address on 
"Beautiful Mud" at the 19th an¬ 
nual Baccalaureate service of the 
Santa Ana Junior college in the 
First Methodist church yesterday 
afternoon, before a capacity audi¬ 
ence and a class of 168 graduating 
sophomores. 

Professor Henley, who is assist¬ 
ant director of the School of Busi¬ 
ness Administration at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California, 
said that if man were to live on 
and progress indefinitely, he must 
first find the true purpose of ex¬ 
istence. The speaker referred to 
the Bible in searching for this 
purpose, and said that it was to 
help others and thereby make the 
world a better place in which to 
live. 

Traces Development 

Referring to the topic of his ad¬ 
dress, Prof. Henley compared mud 
to a beautiful flower, and stated 
that the mud was beautiful be¬ 
cause it could nurture life. He 
traced the development of the 
earth from the azoid age to the 
present, comparing the entire age 
of the earth to a period of 50 
years. He showed how man had 
been civilized only six months on 
this scale, had known modem 
technological inventions only a 
few weeks, and had experienced 
radio for only a matter of hours. 

Other portions of the baccalaur¬ 
eate program included an organ 
recital by Alan Revill, who played 
"Prelude in A Flat,” by Cui; "Ro¬ 
mance,” by Franzoff; and "An¬ 
dante Cantabile,” by Tschaikow- 
ski. The congregation sang the 
doxology, A Capella choir, jaysee 
chorus under the direction of Miss 
Myrtle Martin, college music head, 
sang the anthem "Adoramus te,” 
by da Palestrina; I’rof. Henley 
read the baccalaureate scripture 
from the third chapter of Genesis 
and the congregation sang "Where 
Cross the Crowded Ways of Life,” 
by North.

“ 'Those lovers of signs and 
magic yonder in Egypt,’ the Lord 
was saying, ‘let them see this and 
believe that the God of your 
fathers and theirs has appeared to 
you and commissioned you to de¬ 
liver them from bondage.

“ 'Moses, there is your rod, and 
I there is your task. Go and do.’

“My generation and the one be¬ 
fore have gotten a good many!

" 'It’s true. I could have come 
here with a breast full of medals. 
But I do not wear ribbons. I am 
grateful but I have no respect for 
decorations of that kind. I respect 
| only the awards of peace - time 
service, for good citizenship such 
as you have made here today.’

Dr. Wolf told how the garden 
staff had traveled an average of 
1000 miles per month in collecting 
native California plants grown in 
the gardens. The parent plants, 
he said, are filed away. The chil- 
| dren gro\ and become parents. 
The offspring are observed care¬ 
fully to determine if any varia¬ 
tions occur, for example, in a 
nerthern California plant trans- 
ferred to the Southland. Already, 
Dr. Wolf said, some interesting 
changes have been noted in the 
new generations. The value of the 
parent plants lie in their being 
available for comparison with 
their descendants. 

When the visitors first arrived, 
they were conducted through the 
sanctuary for Orange county wild 
flowers, where 100 kinds of blooms 
native to this area are growing. 
At noon those who brought their 
lunches spread them on picnic ta¬ 
bles under cottonwood trees. 

At the herbarium some 250 
kinds of California wild flowers, 
cut or potted for display, were 
viewed by the guests. Questions 
were answered by Superintendent 
■Johnson, Assistant Botanist Percy 
Everett or Dr. Wolf, at the vari¬ 
ous stages. 

Launched Eight Years Ago 

Along the trails and on the hill¬ 
sides the visitors saw the many 
varieties of trees and shrubs set 
out by the garden staff. They 
were impressed, too, by the view 
of the Santa Ana canyon far be¬ 
low them. 

The garden project, launched 
eight years ago, eventually will 
harbor every known native plant 
in the state which will grow in 
this climate. The institution is 
purely a scientific project and. as 
a result of its work, botanists find 
it possible to conduct experiments 
and observe phenomena which 
otherwise might not be possible. 

But the general public is al¬ 
lowed to enjoy the beauties of the 
gardens on special days set aside 
for visiting. The project also is 
arousing interest in native shrubs 
and flowers, and already much in¬ 
terest has been manifested in se¬ 
curing seeds for home planting. 


BUENOS AIRES, Monday, June 
10. VP>—An end to the prolonged 
and bloody Chaco warfare between 
Paraguay and Bolivia was be¬ 
lieved in sight today on the basis 
of a peace formula proposed by 
neutral American mediators. 

The peace plan was submitted 
to the belligerents yesterday and 
immediately accepted by Para¬ 
guay. Bolivia’s concurrence was 
expected. Observers expressed the 
opinion the hostilities might be 
terminated before next Saturday. 

The accord was drawn up in 
conferences between representa¬ 
tives of Paraguay and Bolivia, 
with the United States, Argen¬ 
tina, Peru, Chile and Brazil 
serving as mediating powers.

While the governments studied 
the proposals, fighting and blood¬ 
shed continued along the wilder¬ 
ness front. Paraguay claimed an 
overwhelming victory in the In- 
gavi sector, where her commu- 
nioue said 350 Bolivians were 
slain and 1100 captured. Bolivia 
asserted the Paraguayans were re¬ 
pulsed with heavy losses in a 
counter-attack. 

The number slain has been esti¬ 
mated at 100.000, despite that no 
more than that number has ever 
been engaged in the two armies at 
one time.

T HOSE whistles you heard this morning signaled the 
start of Railroad Week, lasting until the fifteenth. The 
roads have been making the grade a little better recently, 
so they’re going to celebrate. 

Not so many years ago the railroads seemed about 
the most prosperous business in the country—and rail¬ 
road men the most romantic. Who didn’t want to be a 
brakeman, swinging a lantern and riding perilously atop 
the speeding cars? Or a denimed engineer, hand on the 
throttle, as the Limited roared by? Even the telegrapher, 
hunched over his key under the oil lamp in the little coun¬ 
try depot, lived in a glow of romance.

They realize, a 
bit late perhaps, that hundreds of thousands of children 
have never ridden on a train. And wonder if they could 
be persuaded. 

Of course, there will be plenty of business in Amer¬ 
ica for railroads for years to come. The roads are wise 
in fighting for it; wise in looking ahead; in bettering 
their facilities. 

And perhaps, after all, there’s new romance in the 
flash and whir of a new streamline train, singing along 
the silver rails at 100 miles an hour. 

SHOULD WE BE PROUD? 

F ATE oftentimes strikes its victims in unexpected form 
and place. Col-. Lawrence, mystery man of the World 
War, around whose mystical person gathered the glamor 
of Arabia, who courted death a thousand times, was fa¬ 
tally injured in a motorcycle accident on a quiet English 
road. The gods of chance, who watch their votaries with 
jealous care, shielded this mythical King of the Bedouins 
through every “fling of outrageous fortune,” but finally 
deserted him, leaving him mangled in the peaceful Eng¬ 
lish countryside. Marshall Soult, Napoleon’s stormy 
petrel, surviving the leaden hail of a hundred battlefields, 
was killed in a fall from his horse while riding over his 
private estate. Napoleon himself suffered ignoble death 
from stomach ache, induced by over-indulgence in fried 
onions. Reminds one of the stunt flier who fell to earth 
dozens of times, and at last met death by falling out of 
bed. Or the heavy-weight champion choking to death on 
a fish bone. Or the jungle elephant eaten to barest bone 
by a swarm of voracious ants.

With different conditions they may 
sink again to the common level. 

At least there is little excuse for self-glorification in 
viewing the shifting vicissitudes of life.

Feeling Well Today?

Acidosis 


The term “acidosis” has been 
hawked up and down the length 
and breadth of the land. Tons of 
alkaline compounds have been sold 
to the public, to whom acidosis has 
become a bugaboo and alkalies a 
lifesaver. 

The fact of the matter is that 
there is no special evil in acids and 
no special virtues in alkalies. The 
body suffers alike from an excess 
of alkalies as it does from an ex¬ 
cess of acids. The body needs, 
equally, acid compounds as alka¬ 
line compounds. 

The chemical reaction of food 
before being eaten and its chemi¬ 
cal reaction when it has undergone 
the intricate chemical alteration 
effected by metabolism, differ rad¬ 
ically. Oranges, for example, are 
acid when tested by litmus paper, 
but the orange eaten and metabol¬ 
ized leaves alkaline ash. 

An alkaline compound introduc¬ 
ed into the stomach may provoke 
the secretion of a concentrated 
acid gastric juice, with the net re¬ 
sult that the alkalies are neutral¬ 
ized and the actual chemical re¬ 


action of the body is not affected 
one bit either toward the alkaline 
or the acid side. 

In health we need not worry 
about acidosis or alkalosis, nor do 
we need to be concerned about our 
food and their chemical reactions, 
i if our diet is wide in variety and 
J includes the principal dietary sta¬ 
ples, such as meat, fish, eggs, ce¬ 
reals, fats, vegetables, fruits, milk 
and foods made from milk. 

When a diseased condition de¬ 
velops, as for example, diabetes, 
or in certain emergencies, a condi¬ 
tion correctly designated as acid¬ 
osis may develop. In such in¬ 
stances, however, specific dietary 
and other treatment is indicated 
and these should be prescribed by 
the attending physician and not be 
attempted by the individual either 
at his own suggestion or that of a 
friend. 

The common talk of acidosis, 
acid stomach, acid system, and 
such terms, may be set down as 
99.9 per cent pure bunk.
